Fonr 
of our soMU-rs, who represent the Union 
captives at Andereonville, Georgia, have 
m.moria’ised our Government to adopt som* 
measures for their exchange, and from their 
•tatemenf if the proper steps are apt speedily 
taken, the? will all be deal. The memorial 
states that Colonel Hill, the rebel Provost 
Marsh.', at Atlanta, stated to one of the 
writers tbs 4 there were thirty five thousand 
prieorerea* Anderson ville. and by all aooonnts 
from tb< United Slate* soldiers who have been 
confined there the number it not overstated by 
him. Tbeer thirty-five thousand are confined 
*n a field of seme thirty acres, inclosed by a 
beard fence, heavily guarded. About one- 
third haw various kinds of indifferent shelter; 
but upward* of thirty thousand are wholly 
without shelter, or even shade, of any kind, 
and are expofed to tbe storm* and rains which 
are of almost daily occurrence: the cold dews 
of the nig and the more terrible effects of 
the sun n k.ag with almost tropical fierce 
ness upon their unprotected heads. This mass 
ef men jostle and crowd each other np and 
down tbe limits qf their enclosure, in storm 
or can, eed others lie down a poo the pitiless 
north at night, with no ether covering than 
the clothing upon their becks, few of them 
bsving s*m a blanket We know that this 
dreed bil pic ure of misery is not overoolored, 
bet there are other ecceseories to it which the 
memorial presents, as follows:

therefore, were taken by Ool. Burge, com- 
manding detachments of the 36th and 4c. b 
Kentucky, in surrounding the place and 
picketing it so strongly that no one could 
escape.

(rum Charleston, Hopkins county, his trail 
was struck with a gain of one hoar and a 
half npen his rear. The coarse the rebels 
were taking could not have suited Gan. Hob- 
son better, setbey were going blindly info the 
trap that had been eet tor them, in the person 
of Major Tyler, of the 521 Kentucky, which 
regiment was acting in concert with, and con- 
stituted part of Gen. Hobson's command. 
This regiment, Lienteaant-Ooionel Johnston 
commanding at Prinoeton, was guarding 
all tbe crossings on the Princeton and 
Hopkinsville pika, to prevent the escape : 
of Adam and his gang, should oar force* 
drive them that way.. At one of these 
crcseinge, and the most important, Major Ty- 
ler, with 150 men, was picketed. Early on 
8ucd«y, the 21st, Adam Johnson endeavored 
to surprise tbe Major and his gallant band by 
a bold and fearless charge of his while com- 
mand, bat the sanguine strength of Adam 
was seen hnrled back with an inglorious and 
ignemirkus defeat, having been repulse 1 
with a lots of three killed, thirteen captured 1 
and quite a camber seriously wounded, aid 
Gel.

Ftr seme time Owensboro w*a garrisoned by 
a taaali n of negro tro.'ps, but on Friday 
'h y were wiiboiavn from th>: post, ten being 
left so guard tfcn vbnrfboat against guerilla 
attacks Bennett bad received correct in- 
formation oi this movement, and, charging 
down upon the. boat, he commanded the squad 
of regrees to surrender. They were fright- 
ened by tbe imposing front p.esenfod by the 
thieving band, and at once laid down their 
arms An indiscriminate slaughter of the blacks 
thtD commenced. Seven were deliberately 
shot to death, the other three taking refuge, in 
the hold of the boat, and escaping the ven- 
geance of the assassins. The boat was 
then plundered of light articles of value 
end eet op fire, the dead bodies of the 
murdered negroes still stretched upon the 
blood stained deck. Tbe boat burned rapidly, 
and Bennett left word, that, if any ot the citi- 
zens attempted to extinguish the flames, he 
would return and burn the town. The rob- 
ber then placed himself at the bead of his 
gang and started to leave tbe place. In tbe 
suburbs of the boro a gentleman named Sen- 
ate was captured and robbed o' *300 in mon- 
ey. A mau named Reed was also made pis 
oner, and relieved ef his watch and parse. 
Bennett left in the direction of Lewisport 
As soon ss the citizens learned that he hal 
depat .td from tbe town, they gathered around 
the wharfboat, and went earnestly to work to 
put oat the lire. They were suscesafjl, and 
succeeded in saving the wreck. 

On examining the hold, the three negro 
EOlditrs were found to be crouched in tUe 
Ja’kfsl corner, and they were rescued from 
.heir perilous atu&tiec. Fcariog the guerill« 
might return, the dark trio were placed in a 
k:ff, and sent across the river to Indiana for 
saiety. A son oi Mr. S.oat, a bright little 
bey, is missing from the town.

At Lewisport it 
was learned that Bennett and hid gang had 
pt id that town a visit on Sunday, doing no 
damage. Hawes ville had received more 
distinguished attention, as several of 
ihe stores were broken open and plundered. 
On SttDday night, the thieving, marauding 
gang camped four miles from Clovorport 
Yesterday morning the noted guerilla- hauler 
C*pt Jim. Wilton, withtweu:y-five men, was 
on the war-path, and bat four hoars behind 
Hennett and his robber gang. Wilson was

Tobacco roa Soldikhs.— The Confederate 
g,3iers hive a tobacco ration, the Union 
toHiers do not, and the last Congress refused 
tafedditto car soldiers’ regular ration. A 
writer to tte Tribune from tha Army of the 
Pofcmcc says it is not understood to be in ac- 
cordances with the theory of onr institutions 
to compel one set of men to follow the notions 
of another set cn questions of diet and medi- 
cine. Aid jet here are a few scores of Con- 
gressmen with hypocritical, super refi lei, 
cxua-punciilioas notions and theories on too 
great tobacco question forcing soma half a 
million ot soldiers, citizen soldiers, to adopt in 
practice their sido cf tho issue. It is pure 
ucadulterated tyranny, and of the iuo:.n?st 
coit— that which would make your conscience 
the rule cf another man’s actions. History 
dots not accord to the Stuarts aay great 
regard for the rights of their subjects when 
tbeir own ideas or convenience ran counter to 
them; tut King James contented himsrlf 
with writing his “Counterblast^ against to- 
bacco. Ho neither procured aa act of Parlte- J 

mer t nor promulgated an edict prohibiting its 

use. It remained fir (he Congress o! tho 
United Ststes to dictate thus unrighteously, 
for under the circumstances the refusal to i33us 
tobacco amounted to a deprivation of it. This 
oa two insuperably accounts: first, that 
the soldier, not being paid regularly, sf.en has 
no money to purchase; second, that, during 
nctivc operations, sutlers are excluded, and 
there i9 no tobacco to buy.

Lotk at it as it is iu this army now. The 
men cannot obtain tobacco. Tbey have not 
| money to buy, and there is little tobacco to be 
[ bought. Men who had used it every day for 
' tin and twenty years have not smoked nor 
chewed since they exhausted what little stock 
they may have ha l when thsyleft tha Rappa- 
hannock. If any have been able to procare a 
supply sines, they have paid twenty prices for 
it— say, half a month’s pay for a common 
j lug, enough for a week, which Governor out 
esulu i»BU6 at a cost of twanty-fi ve cents. There 
arc teamsters, whose occasional trip! to somr 
water- base have enabled them to traffic in a 
small way, who have made thousands of dol- 
lars, for they sell at an advance of fi ve hun- 
dred to one thousand per C3nt. Anl this is 
wrenched from a stipend ol sixteen dollars a 
month— and Congress is responsible.
